We, the undersigned, being of full age 
and citizens of the United States, and a ma- 
jority of us being also citizens of the State 
of New York, hereby certify: 

That we desire to form ourselves, and have 
formed ourselves, into a Society or Club for 
social, historical, and library purposes, pur- 
suant to the provisions of an Act entitled 
"an act for the incorporation of societies or 
clubs for certain social and recreative pur- 
POSES," passed May 12th, 1875, and of the 
several Acts amending the said Act: 

That the name or title by which our So- 
ciety so formed shall be known in law is 

"the PLAYERS." 

That the particular business and objects of 
our Society or Club, so formed, are the pro- 
motion of social intercourse between the 
representative members of the Dramatic 
profession, and of the kindred professions of 
Literature, Painting, Sculpture, and Music, 
and the Patrons of the Arts; the creation of 
a library relating especially to the history 
of the American Stage, and the preservation 
of pictures, bills of the play, photographs, 
and curiosities, connected with such history. 

That the number of directors to manage 
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our said Society or Club shall be nine, and 
the names of the directors for the first year 
of its existence are Augustin Daly, Laurence 
Hutton, Edwin Booth, Lawrence Barrett, 
Brander Matthews, William Bispham, Henry 
Edwards, Joseph F. Daly, and A. M. Palmer. 
In witness whereof, we, the under signt^ed, 
have hereunto set our hands this seventh 
day of January, 1888.

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DEDICATION 

The Home of The Players, i6 Gramercy 
Park, New York, was formally opened on the 
evening of December 31, 1888, Standing in 
front of the mantelpiece in the main hall, and 
under the portrait of his father, Mr, Booth 
said: 

Gentlemen: Although our vocations are 
various, I greet you all as brother Players. 
At this supreme moment of my life, it is 
my happy privilege to assume the character 
of host, to welcome you to the house where- 
in I hope that we for many years, and 
our legitimate successors for at least a thou- 
sand generations, may assemble for friendly 
intercourse and intellectual recreation. Es- 
pecially for the worthy ones of my pro- 
fession am I desirous that this association 
shall be the means of bringing them, regard- 
less of their theatrical rank, in communion 
with those who, ignorant of their personal 
qualities hidden by the mask and motley of 
our calling, know them as actors only. Fre- 
quent intercourse with gentlemen of other 
arts and professions, who love the stage and 
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THE PLAYERS 

appreciate the value of the drama as an aid 
to intellectual culture, must inspire the hum- 
blest player with a reverence for his voca- 
tion as one among the first of "fine arts" — 
which too many regard as merely a means 
to the gratification of vanity and selfishness. 
Such is the object of this club. 

For many years I have cherished the 
hope that I might be able to do something 
for my profession of a more lasting good 
than mere almsgiving, but could not deter- 
mine what course to pursue. Our several 
benevolent institutions for the relief of poor 
and disabled actors (foremost among them 
the noble Forrest Home), great as their 
good work is, do not afford the social ad- 
vantages so necessary for what is termed 
"the elevation of the stage." 

Not until after many conversations with 
numerous friends of the theater on this 
subject, and while discussing it with Messrs. 
Barrett, Daly, and Palmer (a club of this 
character being suggested as the best means 
to the good end), did I resolve to act, to 
do my utmost in furtherance of the scheme 
proposed. This is the first step toward the 
accomplishment of our purpose. To our 
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DEDICATION 

treasurer, Mr. William Bispham, we owe 
the wise selection of our house, to Mr. Stan- 
ford White its admirable reconstruction and 
embellishment, while to the poet Aldrich 
we are indebted for the choice of our ap- 
propriate and comprehensive title, the world 
being but a stage where every man must 
"play his part." Mine just now, as the New 
Year dawns, is *a very happy one, since it 
permits me to present to you by the hands 
of our vice-president, Mr. Daly, your title 
deeds to this property. 

Having done so, I am no longer your 
host, — I resign the role with profound 
thanks for your prompt and generous co- 
operation in a cause so dear to me, so 
worthy of all well-wishers of the theater 
and of the Player who "struts and frets 
his hour upon the stage." 

Let us drink from this loving-cup, be- 
queathed by William Warren of loved and 
honored memory to our no less valued 
Jefferson, and by him presented to us — 
from this cup and this souvenir of long ago, 
my father's flagon, let us now, beneath his 
portrait, and on the anniversaries of this 
occupation, drink: "To the Players Perpet- 
ual Prosperity!"

EDWIN BOOTH TO THE PLAYERS 

This Indenture made the 31st day of December, 
1888 between Edwin Booth widower of the City 
of Boston, County of Suffolk, Commonwealth af 
Massachusetts party of the first part and The 
Players a corporation duly organized under the 
laws of the State of New York, pursuant to 
the provisions of an act of the Legislature for the 
Incorporation of Societies and Qubs for certain 
social and recreative purposes passed May 12th 
1875 and of the several Acts amendatory thereto, 
party of the second part, Witnesseth That the 
said party of the first part for and in considera- 
tion of the sum of One Dollar to him paid by the 
party of the second part the receipt whereof is 
hereby acknowledged, &c., &c., hath granted 
bargained sold aliened remised released and con- 
firmed, &c., &c., unto the said party of the second 
part and to its successors and assigns forever. 
All That Certain lot piece or parcel of land with 
the buildings and improvement thereon situate 
l3ring and being in the City of New York bounded 
and described as follows : (No. 16 Gramercy Park 
or No. 120 East 20th Street, 7^ 1" West of

Irving Place 32' 7!" front, 134' deep, and '^' 
9" rear.) 

To have and to hold all and singular the above 
mentioned and described premises together with 
the appurtenances unto the said party of the sec- 
ond part and to its successors and assigns for- 
ever, Provided Always, and these presents are 
made upon the express condition that the said 
party of the second part shall carry, out and 
maintain the purposes of its organization as set 
forth in its certificate of incorporation to wit: 
The promotion of social intercourse between the 
representative members of the Dramatic profes- 
sion and of the kindred professions of Literature, 
Painting, Sculpture, and Music, and the Patrons 
of the Arts ; the creation of a library relating 
especially to the history of the American Stage 
and the preservation of pictures, bills of the play, 
photographs and curiosities, and it is expressly 
understood that this conveyance is made to the 
said party of the second part to enable it to carry 
out and maintain the purposes named in its cer- 
tificate of Incorporation and for no other pur- 
pose whatsoever. 

Provided However y That if the party of the 
second part shall hereafter sell and convey said 
premises the purchaser thereof shall receive a 
good title in fee simple free from all the condi- 
tions herein contained and shall not be bound to 
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THE PLAYERS 

see to the applications of the purchase money. 
And the money realized on said sale and the 
property in which the same shall thereafter be 
invested shall to the amount of said moneys be 
held subject to all the conditions and obligations 
herein contained the same to be granted in any 
conveyance by such grantor. 

And Further Provided Always and these pres- 
ents are made upon this further expressed condi- 
tion that the said party of the first part together 
with his friends and servants shall, during his 
natural life, have the free and uninterrupted use 
and occupancy of the third floor of the above 
gmated premises together with the right of in- 
gress and egress thereto. 

And Furthermore Provided Always and these 
presents are made upon this further expressed 
condition that upon the breach or violation by 
the said party of the second part of the foregoing 
provisions or either of them or any part thereof, 
the said estate hereby granted shall cease, the 
said premises herein described shall revert to the 
said party of the first part his heirs or assigns in 
the same manner and with the same effect as if 
this instrument had never been executed and the 
said party of the first part his heirs, assigns, 
executors or devisees shall be entitled and shall 
receive immediate possession of the above de- 
scribed premises and the appurtenances thereof

and shall have the right to enter upon and take 
possession of the same to their own use1)enefit and 
behoof forever. And the said party of the first 
part for himself his heirs, executors and adminis- 
trators doth covenant promise and agree to and 
with the said party of the second part its succes- 
sors and assigns that he has not done made com- 
mitted executed or suffered any act or acts, thing 
or things whatsoever whereby or by means where- 
of the above mentioned and described premises 
or any part or parcel thereof now or at any time 
shall or may be impeached charged or incum- 
bered in any way whatsoever.

ARTICLE I 

NAME 

The name of this Club or Association is 
The Players. 

ARTICLE II 

OFFICERS 

The officers of the Club shall be a Presi- 
dent, a Vice-president, a Secretary, and a 
Treasurer, to be elected annually by the 
Board of Directors from its own body, and 
to hold office till their successors are elected. 

ARTICLE III 

PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENT 

The President, and in his absence the 
Vice-president, shall preside at the meetings 
of the Club and of the Board of Directors. 
In the event of their absence, a meeting of 
the Club, or of the Board of Directors, may 
elect its presiding officers. The President 
shall, with the Secretary, sign all written 
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THE PLAYERS 

contracts and obligations of the Club, and 
shall perform such other duties as the Board 
of Directors may assign him. 

ARTICLE IV 

TREASUKER 

The Treasurer shall collect all entrance 
fees and all dues, and shall keep the ac- 
counts of the Club, and report thereon at 
each regular meeting of the Board of Di* 
rectors. His accounts shall be audited by 
the Auditing Committee annually. He shall 
pay all bills on the certificate of their cor- 
rectness by the House Committee. He shall 
keep all funds of the Club in a bank, or 
place of deposit, selected by the Board of 
Directors. He shall notify persons elected 
to membership of their election. 

ARTICLE V 

SECRETARY 

The Secretary shall give notice of all 
meetings of the Club and of the Board of 
Directors, and shall keep minutes of such 
meetings. He shall conduct the corre- 
spondence, and keep the records of the Club. 
He shall furnish to the Treasurer the names 
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CONSTITUTION 

of all persons elected to membership, and 
shall be the keeper of the seal of the Club. 



ARTICLE VI 

DIRECTORS 

I. The government and management of 
the Club shall be confined to a Board of 
nine Directors composed of the following 
persons:

Lawrence Barrett 

A. M. Palmer 
Laurence Hutton 

Joseph F. Daly 

Henry Edwards 

Joseph Jefferson 

William Bispham 

2. The Board of Directors shall control 
the affairs of the Club, elect its members, 
take cognizance of all infractions of its con- 
stitution and by-laws, and fill vacancies in 
its own body. 

3. They shall all be citizens of the United 
States, or persons long resident in the 
United States and identified with American 
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THE PLAYERS 

art, literature, or drama. At least five of 
the Board of Directors shall be actors, man- 
agers, or dramatists. 

4. The Board of Directors shall meet once 
a month, except during the months of June, 
July, August, and September, and special 
meetings may be called by order of the 
President or of the House Committee. Five 
members shall constitute a quorum of the 
Board. 

5. The Board of Directors is divided into 
three classes of three each, the term of 
office of one class expiring in each year. 
At the meeting at which this amendment to 
the Constitution is adopted there shall be 
elected from the members of the Club, by 
a two-thirds vote of the members present 
and voting, nine Directors, three to serve 
until the annual meeting in 1907, three to 
serve until the annual meeting in 1908, and 
three to serve until the annual meeting in 
1909 and until their successors are chosen 
and have accepted office. At each annual 
meeting of the Club after the year 1906 
three Directors shall be elected by a similar 
vote, to hold office for three years in place 
of the class then retiring. In case of va- 
cancy by death, resignation, or otherwise, 
the Board of Directors may fill same for 
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CONSTITUTION 

the unexpired term from the members of 
the Club. 

ARTICLE VII 

MEETINGS 

I. There shall be an annual meeting of the 
Club on the third Monday in May in each 
year, at which meeting the Board of Direct- 
ors shall render to the members a report 
of the affairs of the Club. 
' 2. Upon the written request of twenty- 
five members the Board of Directors shall 
call a special meeting of the Club, which 
request, as also the notice of any special 
meeting, shall state the object for which the 
meeting is called; and at a special meeting 
no subject not so stated shall be considered. 
Notices of any meeting, whether annual or 
special, shall be posted in the rooms of the 
Club for one week. Fifty members shall 
constitute a quorum at any meeting of the 
Club. Until the number of members shall 
equal or exceed 250, one-fifth of all the 
members shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VIII 

QUALIFICATIONS OF MEMBERS 

Any male person over the age ot tweniy- 
one years shall be eligible to membership 
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THE PLAYERS 

who is an actor, manager, dramatist, or 
other member of the dramatic profession, or 
who is engaged in literature, painting, sculp- 
ture, architecture, or music, or who is a 
patron, or connoisseur, of the arts. 

ARTICLE IX 

ADMISSION 

1. Every candidate for membership must 
be twenty-one years of age when proposed, 
and shall be proposed and seconded by two 
members of the Club, neither of whom shall 
belong to the Board of Directors. The 
name, profession, and residence of the pro- 
posed candidate, and the names of his pro- 
poser and seconder, in their respective hand- 
writing, shall be inserted at least fourteen 
days before the balloting in a book to be 
kept for that purpose; and the name of such 
candidate, with the names of his proposer, 
and seconder, shall be posted on the bulle- 
tin-board of the Club at least fourteen days 
before the election. 

2. Balloting for members shall take place 
only at stated meetings of the Board of 
Directors. 

3. To elect any candidate five votes must 
be cast, and two black balls shall exclude. 
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CONSTITUTION 

4. All proceedings of the Board shall be 
kept by each member in secrecy. 

5. The number of resident members of the 
the Club shall not exceed 500, and the num- 
ber of non-resident members shall be as 
fixed by the Board of Directors from time 
to time. 

ARTICLE X 

RESIGNATIONS 

Resignations of membership shall be made 
to the Secretary in writing. 

ARTICLE XI 

DUES 

1. The entrance fee shall be $100 for resi- 
dent members and $50 for non-resident 
members; but each non-resident member, 
elected as such, who shall become a resident 
member, shall pay to the Treasurer $50 in 
addition to his original entrance fee; and a 
failure to pay said sum shall be considered 
a failure to pay dues, and shall subject the 
member in default to the penalties pre- 
scribed in Section 6 of this Article. 

2. The annual dues of resident members 
shall be $50, and of non-resident members 
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THE PLAYERS 

'$25, payable semi-annually, in advance, on 
the first days of May and November. 

3. Persons not residing, or having places 
of business, within twenty miles of the City 
Hall, in the city of New York, may be 
elected as non-resident members; and any 
member who removes his residence and 
place of business to a distance of at least 
twenty miles from said City Hall, on written 
notice to the Treasurer of such removal 
shall become a non-resident member. 

Actors not engaged for the whole dra- 
matic season in theaters within twenty 
miles of the City Hall may become resident 
or non-resident members in the discretion 
of the Board of Directors. Actors admitted 
as non-resident members shall have all the 
rights of resident members. 

4. Non-resident members who may change 
their residence to the City of New York 
shall become resident members, and shall 
notify the Treasurer, in writing, of such 
change. 

5. Candidates elected, on payment of the 
entrance fee and of the dues for the current 
year, shall become members of the Club, 
and the election of any candidate shall be 
void if he fail to make such payment within 
thirty days after notice of his election is 
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CONSTITUTION 

mailed, addressed to him at the place given 
as his address on the posted list of candi- 
dates. 

6. When the dues of any member shall 
remain unpaid for the space of three months, 
the Treasurer shall cause him to be noti- 
fied that, unless the same are paid within 
one month thereafter, his membership shall 
cease; and in case such dues be not paid 
pursuant to such notice, or such default is 
not accounted for to the satisfaction of the 
Board of Directors, he shall thereupon cease 
to be a member. 

7. The Board of Directors shall have the 
power to remit dues of any member of the 
Club. 

ARTICLE XII 

EXPULSION AND SUSPENSION 

Any member may be suspended or ex- 
pelled for cause by a vote of two-thirds of 
all the members of the Board of Directors; 
one month's previous notice in writing hav- 
ing been given to the member, with a copy 
of the charge preferred against him. 
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ARTICLE XIII 

GAMBUNG 

No betting, or card-playing for stakes, 
shall be allowed in the Club rooms. 

ARTICLE XIV 

RULES 

The Board of Directors shall prepare and 
enforce rules regulating the use of the Club 
rooms by the members. 

ARTICLE XV 

COMMITTEES 

The Board of Directors shall annually ap- 
point from its own members, or from the 
membership of the Club, a House Com- 
mittee and an Auditing Committee, each to 
consist of three persons. 

I. The House Committee shall have gen- 
eral charge of the Club-house subject to the 
control of the Board of Directors; shall en- 
gage and dismiss all employees; shall re- 
ceive all complaints of members and report 
upon the same to the Board; shall procure 
such articles as may be necessary for the 
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CONSTITUTION 

use and convenience of members; and shall 
render to the Board of Directors a monthly 
report of all supplies on hand, and bought 
and sold, during the previous month. 

2. The Auditing Committee shall audit 
the accounts of the Treasurer annually, and 
report to the Board the accounts audited 
and allowed. 

ARTICLE XVI 

COMMITTEE ON UTERATURE AND AKT 

The Board of Directors shall annually 
appoint from its own members, or from the 
membership of the Club, a Committee on 
Literature and Art. This committee, under 
direction of the Board of Directors, shall 
have charge of the reading-room, and all 
books, papers, and works of art belonging 
to the Club; shall have power to solicit and 
receive donations, and to select and pur- 
chase all books, periodicals, and works of 
art for the Club, and may recommend, for 
appointment by the Board of Directors, a 
Librarian. Unless by unanimous vote of the 
Board of Directors, no persons shall be 
allowed to copy any manuscript of picture 
in the collection of the Club. 
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ARTICLE XVII 

NOTICE TO MEMBERS 

A member may enter in a book to be kept 
at the office a mail address, to which all no- 
tices to be sent to him under the Constitu- 
tion or rules shall be directed. 

In default of such entry, such notices shall 
be served by depositing them in the Club 
letter-box, addressed to the member, who 
shall be held to have received them ten days 
after they shall have been so mailed or de- 
posited. 

ARTICLE XVIII 

ENTERTAIN MENTS 

No entertainment or reception shall be 
given by the Club as a compliment to any 
person; but the Board of Directors may pro- 
vide for one annual dinner, or other enter- 
tainment, to which guests may be invited 
under rules to be prescribed by the Board. 

The House Committee may in their dis- 
cretion admit by invitation, as visitors of 
the Club, any distinguished players or 
strangers. 
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ARTICLE XIX 

AMENDMENTS 

This Constitution may be amended at any 
annual meeting of the Club, or at a spe- 
cial meeting of the Club, or at a special 
meeting called for that purpose, by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present and 
voting, provided the proposed amendment 
shall have been subscribed by at least ten 
members of the Club, and shall have been 
by them presented to the President of the 
Club, and shall have been posted upon the 
bulletin-board of the Club at least thirty 
days before such meeting, and shall have re- 
ceived the recommendation of the Board 
of Directors by a two-thirds vote of the 
Board. A notice of the proposed amend- 
ment, with the recommendation of the 
Board of Directors, shall be mailed to each 
member at least ten days before the meet- 
ing of the Club at which such proposed 
amendment shall be considered. 

ARTICLE XX 

FINAL APPEAL 

The interpretation of this Constitution 
shall rest with the Board of Directors. 
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1. The Club-house shall be opened at 7.y» 
A. If. and closed at 2 a. m. from May ist to 
September 30th inclusive; and opened at 8 
A. M. and closed at 3 a. m. from October 
1st to April 30th inclusive; except on Satur- 
days from October ist to May ist, when the 
Club-house may remain open until 5 o'clock 
the following mornings. 

2. The grill-room will be closed at 2 
o'clock A. M. No meals will be served ex- 
cept in that room or in the private dining- 
room. The kitchen shall be closed at 1.30 

A. M. 

3. No game of billiards or other game 
shall be played on Sundays after 5 a. m. 
Visitors to the Club shall not be allowed 
to engage in games of cards at any time. 

4. Accounts, not exceeding a credit limit 
of twenty-five dollars, may be kept with 
members only, and upon the express condi- 
tion that the account for each month shall 
be paid before the twenty-fifth day of the 
succeeding month. On the first day of each 
month or as soon thereafter as may be 
practicable, or whenever the account shall 
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amount to twenty-five dollars, a notice of 
the amount of his indebtedness shall be sent 
to each member in arrears. 

In the event of an account for any oae 
month not being paid before the twenty- 
fifth day of the succeeding month, the name 
of the member, together with the amount 
due, shall be posted; and when a member is 
posted his credit shall cease. No member 
in debt to the Club for dues, or who is 
posted for house charges, shall be entitled 
to vote at any meeting of the Club. 

As soon as a member is posted a notice 
shall be sent him that, unless his house ac- 
count is paid in full within thirty days 
thereafter, he Will be reported to the Board 
of Directors at their next following meet- 
ing, and that he will be liable, at such meet- 
ing, to be suspended from the Club under 
Article XII of the Constitution, unless said 
account is paid by that time, or an excuse, 
satisfactory to the Directors, submitted. 

Private dinners shall not be charged in 
account. Bills for such dinners will be pre- 
sented on the day following the entertain- 
ment, and must be paid within five days, in 
default of which the member shall be posted 
for such indebtedness. 

5. When the credit of a member shall have 
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ceased, either by limit or by posting, he 
shall pay cash for supplies; and no order 
for supplies shall be filled for any member 
who, at the time, shall have any house 
tickets for such cash supplies Ijring unpaid 
at the office. 

6. All complaints shall be made in wri- 
ting to the House Committee. The super- 
intendent may be sent for only by a member 
of the Board of Directors, or by one of the 
standing committees. 

7. No book, journal, paper, picture, statue, 
or other work of art, nor any article of any 
kind, the property of the Club, shall be taken 
from the house under any pretext whatever. 

8. The privileges of the Club shall not 
be extended to minors under eighteen years 
of age. 

9. A perfect list of the members, officers 
and committees shall be kept posted up in 
the rooms of the Club, and such list shall 
be corrected under the direction of the Sec- 
retary, from time to time, as changes occur. 

10. No member shall, under any circum- 
stances, send any servant or employee of 
the Club out of the Club-house on private 
business. 

11. No member shall give any gratuity to 
any servant or employee of the Club. Any 
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servant or employee accepting such gratu- 
ity will be immediately dismissed. 

12. No dogs will be allowed upon the 
Club premises. 

13. No beverages will be served in the 
library. 

14. No member, while under suspension 
from the Club, for any cause, shall be 
brought into the Club-house as a g^uest by 
another member. 

15. Any member of the House Committee 
is authorized, in the event of conduct offen- 
sive to the Club on the part of any member, 
to order his exclusion from the Club-house 
until the matter can be acted on by the 
Board of Directors. 

16. The address of this Club shall not be 
used by any member for business purposes 
or in communications to the press. 

17. In case of any inattention or discour- 
tesy on the part of employees, members 
are requested to report the same to the 
office, or, in writing, to the House Com- 
mittee. 

18. The superintendent may cash the 
cheque of a member for an amount not ex- 
ceeding twenty-five dollars, and not oftener 
than once in forty-eight hours. This ac- 
commodation shall not be extended in favor 
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of a member whose cheque has been dis- 
honored, or whose credit is suspended. 

19. The superintendent is authorized and 
is required to bring these rules to the atten- 
tion of those who violate them, and to report 
such violations to the House Committee. 

THE PRIVATE DINING-ROOM 

The private dining-room may be used for 
private breakfasts, dinners, and suppers, of 
not less than six covers, except on Satur- 
day nights after ten o'clock, when no private 
entertainment of less than ten covers shall 
be served in the room. 

Gentlemen who are not members of The 
Players may be invited to such private en- 
tertainments, upon condition that they are 
not introduced into any part of the Club- 
house except the private dining-room and 
the Booth Library on the same floor. 

By a ruling of the Board of Directors the 
second clause of the above does not preclude 
taking non-members, ininted to private enter-- 
tainments, through the Club-house simply far 
the purpose of seeing the rooms. 

visitors' cards 

Visitors' cards, for a period not exceeding 
two weeks, may be obtained for gentlemen 
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not residing in the city of New Yorky by 
application to the House Committee. In the 
event of a card being required inunediately, 
an application to the superintendent, at the 
office of the Club, will insure prompt atten- 
tion. 

Three months must elapse between the is- 
suing of two weeks' cards to the same non- 
resident visitor, and not more than two such 
cards will be issued to the same visitor in 
any one year, and no member may obtain 
cards for more than two non-resident visit* 
ors at the same time. 

The attention of members is called to the 
fact that there is no standing provision 
whatever for the admittance to the Club- 
house of visitors residing in the city of New 
York except the rules governing the use 
of the private dining-room. The bringing in 
of resident visitors, except as guests at en- 
tertainments in the private dining-room, will 
therefore be considered a violation of the 
rules of the Club unless authorized by spe- 
cial visitors' cards issued by order of the 
Board of Directors. 
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REPORT 

OF THE 

BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

The Board of Directors of The Players 
presents this, its twenty-fourth annual re- 
port, to The Players: 

The financial report of our treasurer will 
show that we had cash in hand on May ist, 
19 12, $8430.08; members' accounts due, 
I4969.21; a total of $13399-21; current bills 
payable, $6006.49, leaving a balance of 
$7392.80— so that with everything paid, we 
have a substantial balance to our credit. 

A new pool table was purchased, at a cost 
of $200. New carpets were furnished for 
the writing and reading rooms, costing 

$138.57. 

A complete inventory and appraisal of 

the contents of the club house for the pur- 
pose of insurance was made at a cost of 
$275. This appraisal shows the value of the 
club house to be $42000 and the contents 
as itemized:

Furniture and furnishings. 29644.20 

Library 14665.50 

Booth Library 8297.25 

Relics in safe 20175.00 
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Three copies of this inventory were fur- 
nished us, one of which was placed in our 
safe deposit vault, one with the insurance 
company, and one in the treasurer's vault 
in the club house. 

Much needed improvements have been 
made in the installation of four new tele- 
phone booths and in the construction of a 
refrigerating and ice-making plant in the 
kitchen, which will be shortly in operation 
and should prove a very good investment, 
for the club. 

A pool tournament was arranged with the 
Lambs Club in February, the prize, a silver 
cup, to be won three times in succession 
before becoming the property of the winner. 
The tournament was won by the Lambs 
this year. 

The walls and ceiling of the private dining 
room and the ceiling of the reading room 
were redecorated by Mr, James Wall Finn 
without cost to the club, the work being a 
present on his part.

On Founder's Night, our President, Mr.

Mr, President and Fellow Players: 

It has taken but a few years for the name 
of Edwin Booth to become a tradition in 
the house that he founded. 

To some of us it is more than that; it is 
a memory, and one that is revered and dear. 
No one could have met and known our 
founder and have failed to bring away from 
such intimacy the fine impression of a true 
gentleman. In the most literal sense of the 
term he was this: a gentle man. 
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I have known his eyes to blaze and his 
tongue to express anger at the stupidity of 
some misplaced utility man in his company, 
and a few minutes later have seen him apol- 
ogize for the loss of his temper to the same 
hapless individual. I once asked him how 
he differed in his method of acting from 
that of the elder Booth, his father. He 
replied, "I think I am somewhat quieter." 

I first met Edwin Booth at the beginning 
of my stage experience, in 1880, and I think 
you can all remember your own beginnings 
well enough to know how, when you were 
standing on the threshold of your careers, 
and the vistas of future glory and success 
were opening before you, how prone you 
were to hero worship; how natural it was 
to select one great man as your ideal. It 
was at the feet of Edwin Booth that I 
burnt my incense, and from the night at 
Booth's Theater on Twenty-third Street, 
when I first played Francois, and felt all 
the real awe of the neophyte before his red 
robed Cardinal Richelieu, he became my 
great man, and I never got over that feel- 
ing. Later, toward his end, when oppor- 
tunity gave me the privilege of playing the 
next supporting parts to him, Macduff to his 
Macbeth, etc., I found I had carried this 
feeling through the years, and hither still 
from that time it exists, for I never pass 
his bust at the landing on my way to the 
library but it speaks to me, and I. get again 
an echo of that old youthful worship, and 
for a moment my world becomes the 
sweeter.

THE PLAYERS 

It is not for me to dwell, in the few^ 
minutes allotted to me, on the beauty and 
power of his acting. No one can have for- 
gotten his princely tender Hamlet, his 
jaunty and devilish lago, his imposing: 
Richelieu, his feverish Bertuccio in "The 
Fool's Revenge," his humorous Petruchio, 
and his human, intellectual Shylock. The 
one great characteristic of his work, as it 
recalls itself to me, was that it never struck 
a false or inartistic note; and this was char- 
acteristic of the man himself. Some char- 
acters he played better than others; but 
never did he act indifferently. He despised 
the parts of lovers. Once he said to me 
as we were waiting for our cue to go on 
together in "Much Ado About Nothing," 
"I loathe this Benedick. He's a lover! Ever 
since I first acted I've loved villains." And 
what gorgeous villains they were! His 
Richard, his lago, his Pescara, .Sitid his Mac- 
beth! and yet who would venture to say 
that there was anything of the villain in 
Edwin Booth's nature. He was the gentlest, 
the kindliest, the tenderest of souls; a true 
husband, a devoted father, and a loyal 
friend. The unhappiness that bred much 
melancholy in a nature already prone to it; 
the failure of his theater, betrayed confi- 
dences; and unfortunate domestic experi- 
ences, these never rendered him harsh or 
bitter toward his friends and companions. 

The world in which he lived, apart from 
the publicity of his stage appearances, was 
a small one, measured by his few close 
friendships, but those friendships were so 
strong and so fine that they made his world 
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vast in beauty and true companionship, and 
one peopled with the exquisite imaginings 
of the artist, the poet and the dreamer. His 
benefactions were many. His purse was 
always open to a tale of woe from an un- 
fortunate member of his craft. Indeed, it 
was his fondness for his fellow players that 
gave to us the club that stands for a con- 
servation of the feeling of art and tradi- 
tion of the theater such as exists in no 
other spot in our country to-day. In this 
club that represents as nearly as any club 
can represent true brotherhood of art and 
true comradeship, to-night we are his bene- 
ficiaries; the table that is spread in the 
grill room for our delectation was made pos- 
sible by him whom I recall on one dreary 
occasion after a night performance of 
"Othello," on his way to his private car. If 
anything needs to bring the gloom of our 
surroundings . to your mind's eye, I will 
mention that it was in the old morgue-like 
railway station at Cleveland. Mr. Booth, 
muffled in a huge ulster, was about to cross 
the tracks to the car where a bountiful sup- 
per waited him, when he espied a lunch 
room, quite deserted and lit with a few 
sputtering gas jets that served but to make 
its horror the more profound. Entering, 
he gaily mounted a stool at the unsavory 
counter and made his supper on hard-boiled 
eggs and doughnuts. Those of us who have 
played in Cleveland can understand the 
effect of that city on an artistic nature as 
leading to some such desperate deed as this. 
As Mr. Booth was at this time a martyr 
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to indigestion, we expected an ambulance 
down at the tracks on the following morn* 
ingy but he rose calm and content, as if his 
doughnuts had formed a thrice-driven bed 
of down, and said he had not slept better 
for months. 

A tale he once told forms an illuminating^ 
document on the much discussed question 
of how far and how keenly the actor should 
feel the emotions of the parts he plays. 
Said he: '^One night, when I was playing^ 
'The Fool's Revenge,* I suddenly grew 
aware that my acting had gone beyond the 
bounds of a calculated and mechanical per- 
formance of the Jester. It was all real to 
me. I WAS Bertuccio. The love and ten- 
derness I expressed for Fiordelisa were my 
own love and tenderness: it was my own 
malevolence that I spit out against the 
Duke; and my own desperate anguish was 
shrieked at the discovery of my daughter's 
betrayal. It was an entirely new experience 
to me. I came off the last scene with tears 
streaming down my cheeks and my body 
shaken with emotion. While I was recall- 
ing my real self in a kind of wonder as to 
whether it had all truly happened on the 
stage — in a theater — before an audience, my 
daughter, who had been watching the play 
from a box, came running up in some alarm. 
She put her hand on my forehead, felt my 
hands, and then said, 'Father, what's the 
matter with you?' I was pleased indeed. 
She had felt it too. *I did play it well, 
didn't I?' I said. Tlay it well!' she ex- 
claimed. 'That was the worst performance 
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of Bertuccio you ever gave in your whole 
lifer" 

The suit of sables which Edwin Booth 
wore so frequently to his casual acquaint- 
ances most often hid the nature of the play- 
ful child. His humorous anecdotes were ir- 
resistible to his listeners, especially when 
they dealt with some stage contre temps. 
I recall a performance of "Hamlet" given 
at Vincennes, Indiana. A large guarantee 
had been paid for the appearance of the 
company there in a little theater over a 
harness shop. It contained a stage too 
small for our scenery and the local product 
was used. The Quay at Elsinore was rep- 
resented by a modern lawn on which was 
painted a set of croquet wickets and a pair 
of imposing gate posts, one of which was 
surmountea by a feather duster. Down in 
front of the footlights was a white reflecting 
board containing this startling admonition 
in large black letters: "Do not spit in the 
Trough!" Mr. Booth had played for some 
time before he noticed it; then in the midst 
of the soliloquy I saw him become very 
shaky in his lines. His face twitched and 
he galloped through the remainder of the 
scene at top speed. When he came off he 
gasped: "Did you see it? Did you see it? 
I nearly said it! It was worse than Mark 
Twain's *Pink trip slip for a six-cent fare — 
Punch in the presence of the Passenjare!' 
What would the audience have thought if I 
had said: To be, or not to be. Do not spit 
in the trough! that is the question: Whether 
'tis nobler in the mind not to spit in the 
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trough. Or to take arms against a sea of 
troubles. And by spittine in the trough, end 
thtmV and chuckling with glee he went to 
his dressing room. 

In a few inadequate words I have en- 
deavored to give a little personal glimpse of 
the Edwin Booth I knew, knowing full well 
that such scanty anecdotes can show 
nothing complete of a nature so complex — 
so full — so appealing — so tender and poetic 
as was his. To present such a character in 
its completeness needs the work of a skilled 
biographer whom I hope soon to see come 
forward equipped and eager for the task. 

The followers of our craft would, I am 
sure, be the richer foi; a fuller knowledge 
of the art and character of this unique fig- 
ure on the American stage, and, for the 
members of The Players such a memoir 
would be their most valued treasure; one 
which would fittinglv complement the tablet 
to his memory that before long, please God! 
shall be erected from MacMonnies' design 
opposite our Club House in Gramercy Park. 

The custom that has been observed ever 
since the first anniversary of our existence 
as a group of sympathetic companions and 
friends of once a year drinking a toast to 
our beloved founder, who made this sym- 
pathy and companionship a possibili^ — ^it ts 
my pride and honor , to introduce for the 
year 1912. And in proposing this yearly 
toast to Edwin Booth's memory I will quote 
the words used by him on the night of De- 
cember 31, 1888: "From this cup and this 
souvenir of long ago, my father's flagon, let 
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US now, beneath his portrait, and on the 
anniversaries of this occupation, drink: 
To the Players Perpetual Prosperity!' 
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Pipe Nights were held on Saturday dur- 
ing this season and were no less successful 
than heretofore. 

The Chairmen who presided werer the 
President, and Messrs. James Barnes, Tay- 
lor Holmes and Fritz Williams. 

Ladies' Day, held, as is our custom, on 
Shakespeare's birthday, April 23d, was fine 
and we were honored by the largest attend- 
ance in the history of the Club, 638 cards 
were received at the door. 

On June 20th the House Committee, 
through the President, invited Mme. Sarah 
Bernhardt to an informal reception and in- 
spection of the Club House. Our distin- 
guished guest expressed herself as much 
gratified by this attention. 

At the last annual meeting held May 15, 
191 1, Messrs. Francis Wilson, Joseph F. 
Daly and Otis Skinner were elected Direc- 
tors for a term of three years, and at a 
meeting of the Board, held the same eve- 
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ning, the following officers were elected for 
the ensuing year:

On October 27, 1911, Mr. Duff G. Maynard

Jonathan Sturges, member of an old and 
well-known New York family, was born at 
Paris in 1864. He graduated at Princeton, 
where he was Class Historian and Poet, in 
1885; and subsequently studied at the 
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universities of Heidelberg and Berlin, and in 
the Columbia Law School. His bent, how- 
ever, was markedly literary, and I think it 
may fairly be said that in this field he made 
a not inconsiderable impression on the 
younger writers in this country. Shortly 
after leaving college he published serially 
in The New York Times some delightful 
letters of travel in England and Scandinavia 
which, it is to be hoped, may some day be 
rescued from the limbo of the newspaper 
file. 

His accomplished translation of Guy de 
Maupassant, published in 1890, with a 
preface by Henry James, directed the at- 
tention of many of his contemporaries to 
the achievements of this master of the short 
story, and "An Odd Number," as the 
volume was called, remains to this day a 
standard of such work in many American 
colleges. It was prdbably d«e to tKe ifi- / 

fluence of the Frenchman that his next pub- / 

lication, 1891, was a volume of short stories, * 

most of which had^i jiir ■ V* »* *^; ' ^ rgyt>c.dJu:i>.v'**^ ' 
Harper's Magazine. "The Moonlighter of 
County Clare," 1890, is assuredly one of the 
most poignantly touching studies of the 
Irish peasant that was ever made; and an- 
ticipates by twenty years almost, the simi- 
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larly sympathetic treatment of the most 
modern school of Irish poets and play- 
wrights. Another of these stories, **Thc 
Three Forms/' was most highly regarded 
by his French contemporaries, and a trans- 
lation of it published in the Mercure de 
France was hailed as the manifestation of a 
new Poe> A promise, alas, destined never 
to be fulfilled. 

He was a loyal and faithful member of 
The Players, although from the date of his 
election in 1890 increasing ill health neces- 
sitated a more and more continuous resi- 
dence abroad. His steadfast courage and 
gallant bearing before the world under thisr 
severe affliction endeared him to a large 
number of friends, among whom were many 
of the most distinguished of his fellow- 
craftsmen and artists, both in this country 
and Europe. He died suddenly at East- 
Xi^kiff'on the sonin cqpist of England on 
Jnmi'g.-'tgii

Odd of dress, modest, almost shy of manner 
and keenly sensitiv even to a glance, he 
would pocket his hat and coat checks, dash 
past the main floor and ascend the stairs to 
the library, where he wonld write innumer* 
able letters, reams of memoranda, wonld 
talk learnedly and biografically ta the 
Librarian and make wise suggestions as to 
the number of reference books a well- 
ordered library should contain. A conver- 
sation with Miller was always stimulating, 
and he had a delightful way of keeping it in 
your mind by bombarding you for weeks 
afterwards with newspaper and magazine 
clippings pertinent to the half-forgotten 
topics that had been discust with this tall, 
stooping, huge-headed man from whose 
beautiful gray eyes there shone a world of 
gentleness, a world of ^j^Uigencek ^ 

Miller had been traind for the ministry 
and had been the pastor of several churches* 
The liberality of his views, however, with 
respect to the stage, had much to do with 
his abandonment of the pulpit. He be- 
came an itinerant lecturer whose services 
were sufficiently in demand^to yi^ an . in- . 
come of thousands of dollars a year which 
he spent liberally upon books, upon his 
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friends, and sparingly upon himself. He 
was a lecturer by profession, but most of 
all, he was a book-lover and a book-hunter 
by preference and affection. Because of 
amazing retentivness of memory, he gath- 
ered more from a cursory reading of a 
volume than most folk acquire from a de- 
termined perusal of one. His library of 
twelve to twenty thousand books at Forest 
Glen, Maryland, was an inspiration to his 
friends and acquaintances, and somewhat 
wonderful to all who beheld it. If he loved 
a book, he would own every edition of it, 
as, to give two divergent instances, he did 
of Bartlett's Quotations and Bos well's 
Johnson. 

He had an especial fondness for books 
that bore indications or evidence of having 
been in their author's possession — by sig- 
nature, by having been a presentation copy, 
or having been annotated by their author. 
Writing to a comparativly obscure Eng^- 
lish author in furtherance of this plan. 
Miller requested a reply, if it so pleased 
the author, that might be placed in asso- 
ciation with his book. The reply came 
sharp aad hard. The author would reply, 
yes; but it was the regrettable way with 
idle Americans to filch valuable time from 
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busy minds. Miller's letter was also to the 
point. It thanked the author for his letter 
and it added that it had been turnd over, 
together with the book, to a public library, 
as evidence of one who preferd to say "yes*' 
like a cad rather than "no" like a gentle- 
man. 

Those who were fortunate enuf to visit 
him in his library seldom left it without 
bearing with them some bookish gift as a 
reminder of that visit. If, by the merest 
chance, you mentiond a worthy book he 
did not have, he would seem taken aback, 
and it was as good as a play to hear him 
chuckle quietly to himself, and the mental 
note he made to own speedily one or per- 
haps a dozen copies, was as plain as day. 
Like Dr. Johnson, in more ways than one, 
Miller loved a many-hinged word. But 
such words became him, as one readily saw, 
as they floated easily and abundantly from 
his lips. He had a distinct, a remarkable 
gift of oratory. He workd his will with 
an audience, carrying them skilfully from 
grave to gay and back again to grave. 
Swift and brilliant at repartee, no man 
might hope to attack him and go unscathed. 
Few men of modern times could have 
equald him in celerity, delicacy and apt- 
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ness of retort. If he held an exalted opin- 
ion of his powers, nothing he ever said or 
did betrayd it. 

The subject being discus t, I had managed 
to struggle through the list, in regular 
order, of the Presidents of the United States 
and then asked Miller if he could do as 
much. He smiled indulgently, rattled them 
off and then sequentially gave the names 
of the Vice-Presidents, with much attend- 
ant collateral history. His bookshelves 
containd volumes of which it was said that 
not a single copy was in existence outside 
the British Museum. As he read the as- 
sertion, dipt from some magazine of repute. 
Miller would take down his own copy from 
the shelf and burble knowingly. Altogether, 
Jahu DeWitt Miller was a most unusual 
man — and quite of that kind the Founder 
aimd to bring us in contact with "for 
friendly intercourse and intellectual recre- 
ation.'' I knew Miller intimately for a num- 
ber of years — nearly twenty. He was a real 
friend — tender, thoughtful, helpful, able, 
loyal, noble. 

On his way to the Pacific Coast, he stopt 
at Boise City, Idaho, to deliver the Fourth 
of July oration at an assembly. He was 
taken ill and typhoid fever developt. He

past thru the crisis of the disease and 
was thought to be out of all danger. Sud- 
denly and wholly unexpectedly he died, 
July 29, 191 1. He was fifty-four years of 
age, 

Francis Wilson. 

Verner Clarges was born in England about 
sixty-three years ago. He came to America 
in the early 8o's and for a time followed 
the career of a platform reader. He made 
his first stage appearance in. the character 
of Sir Oliver Surface with Rose Coghlan 
during the season of 1885. His success was 
such that he continued on the regular stage, 
always in elderly parts, which he played 
with much distinction. He came to be re- 
garded as one of the best exponents of the 
"gentlemen of the old school" in the pro- 
fession. He later played in the support of 
Clara Morris, in a repertoire, and his M. 
Duval (pire) attracted favorable notice. He 
became a member of Joseph Jefferson's 
company, with which he remained several 
seasons. After leaving Jefferson he was 
an effective actor in the support of £. S. 
Willard, Mrs. Fiske, and of Mrs. W. J. Le 
Moyne in her production of "The Greatest 
Thing in the World" For the past four 
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years Mr. Qarges had given up the stage 
and posed for a moving-picture company. 
He died at his home in the Bronx, August 
II, 191 1.

Wright Lorimer, whose legal name was 
Walter M. S. Lowell, was born at Athol, 
Mass., March 10, 1874. He was educated at 
Colgate University and at Oxford, England^ 
and was for a time Professor of English 
Literature in Leland Stanford Junior Uni- 
versity. Having long cherished a desire 
for the stage, he gave up a promising career 
as an educator, and took a position as super 
in the Dearborn Stock Company, Chicago, 
in 1899. Within a week he was assigned to 
speaking parts, and from that time he ad- 
vanced rapidly. At the end of one year he 
was in a traveling company acting the part 
of the King in "The Three Musketeers." 
The two following seasons he played the 
leading part in "The Power Behind the 
Throne," then came "The Shepherd King," 
with which his name is mainly associated. 
It was first produced on April 5, 1904, at 
the Knickerbocker Theater and ran success- 
fully for three seasons. He later played in 
"The Wild Duck," and was starred in a 
play called "The Quicksands," which was 
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not a success. His last appearance was in 
a vaudeville sketch entitled "The Crucifix/' 
that also failed to win approval. He was 
found dead in his rooms in West Sixty-fifth 
Street on the morning of December 22, 
191 1.

Edmund Day was bom at New York In 
1867. He received his education partly in 
the public schools and in part from private 
tutors. Several years of his early manhood 
were passed at Louisville, Kentucky. He 
returned to New York and decided upon a 
stage career, making his first appearance in 
the support of Booth and Barrett, in 1889. 

He later acted with Alexander Salvini. 
Being attracted with the possibilities of 
journalism he took the position of dramatic 
critic on the Detroit Tribune. Three years 
later he returned again to New York and 
began writing sketches. He was successful 
almost from the first, his ''Pat and the 
Genii" meeting with much favor. This was 
followed by "The SheriflF,," in which he him- 
self appeared with great success. This was 
the nucleus of his best-known work, ''The 
Round Up," which ran with great profit for 
several seasons, making for him both wealth 
and fame. His latter plays were "The Fu- 
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turity Winner," which was not a great hit, 
and "The Widow's Mite/' written for 
Lillian Russell, and produced by her with 
only moderate success. Mr. Day died at 
the Hotel St. George, Brooklsrn, on January 
22, 1912.

Alexander Hamilton Stuart was born at 
Winchester, Virginia, about 1856, and died 
at Detroit, Michigan, February 11, 1912. 
The first theater he ever attended was 
Colonel Sinn's in Brooklyn, when he was a 
gallery god. He saw Mrs. D. P. Bowers in 
"Lady Audle3r's Secret**; and the fever for 
the stage caught him, as well as a spirit of 
adventure; and he ran away to the West, 
finally landing in Chicago^ where he used 
to go on as super at McVicker's Theater. 
It was during this time that he first saw 
Edwin Booth, who was his ideal as a man 
and his model as an actor,, and from whom 
he received the promise of an engagement 
when the theater, then in the course of 
erection in New York, bearing the name 
of the great tragedian should be completed. 

The promise was fulfilled, and he later 
became call boy of the new theater and 
was cast for a small part in the opening bill 
of "Romeo and Juliet.** He also appeared 
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in "Enoch Arden" with Edwin Adams. He 
remained at Booth's Theater for a year and 
a half, at which time he shipped for the 
Pacific Coast as an able-bodied seaman, 
although only about sixteen years of age. 
Upon reaching San Francisco, he was en- 
gaged for small parts at the California 
Theater, then under the management of 
John McCullough. Then followed several 
seasons with, Ben Debar in St« Louis and 
New Orleans. He then returned to Brook- 
lyn under Colonel Sinn's management as 
leading juvenile, and played the lover in 
"Lady Audley's Secret," supporting Mrs. 
D. P. Bowers. His craving for the sea 
caused him -to again ship as a common 
sailor for Calcutta. After a year's absence 
he once more became a member of Colonel 
Sinn's company and appeared in the support 
of many of the leading stars of the day. 
He was the original Walter Dalrytnple in 
"Our Boarding House," and Harold Rutledge 
in Bronson Howard's "The Banker's Daughter." 
Later he was for ten years in the leading 
support of Madame Janauschek in her clas- 
sical repertory. This was followed by three 
years in the Forepaugh Theater in Philadel- 
phia, where he remained until 1896. A year 
later he joined Mr. Brady's forces; travel- 
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ing in the support of Aubrey Boucicault» 
and afterward Wilton Lackaye» with whom 
he originated a number of parts. Later he 
joined Grace George, in whose company 
he remained for two years He was selected 
by Clyde Fitch to create the part of George 
Rand, Sr., in "The City," which he was 
playing for the second season when his 
breakdown came. 

In his death the dramatic profession has 
lost a great ornament— one of sterling qual- 
ity — gentle as a child, whom to know was to 
love. May his soul rest in peace!

On February 28, 1912, The Players were 
saddened by the loss of one of its most 
beloved members — Giles Shine — ^who died 
at the Post Graduate Hospital, New York, 
after a severe operation. He was buried in 
Washington, D. C, which place he had 
made his home since boyhood. He was 
born at New York, in 1851, his parents 
moving to Washington when he was a 
mere child. In 1870 he joined the stock 
company at the old National Theater in 
Washington, making his debut in a small 
part in "Ours/* Later he played juvenile 
parts with Maggie Mitchell, Mrs. D. P. 
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fiowers, Madame Janauschek, Frank Chan- 
fran, and others. He also played in the 
companies of Edwin Booth, Charles Fechter, 
John £. Owens, and Charlotte Cushman. 

His most notable successes were in 
Shakespearean comedy parts, of which he 
played a great number. He acted for some 
time the Dromio of Ephesus with Stuart 
Robson, and a round of parts with Julia 
Marlowe, and Madame Modjeska; and also 
acted Polonius to the Hamlet of Forbes- 
Robertson. His last appearance in New 
York was in "The Chorus Lady,," with 
Rose Stahl, creating the part of Patrick 
O'Brien, which he played during the run of 
the play in New York, and also in the 
London production. His last engagement 
was with the Coburn Players in Shakes- 
perean repertoire during the season of 
1911-12. 

His genial, sunny nature won affection 
from all with whom he came in contact. 
Nor were his friends confined to the mem- 
bers of his own profession; they included 
men prominent in Art, Literature, Medicine, 
and the Law. His rare ingenuousness made 
him the target for much mischief and many 
practical jokes by his friends. Seldom did 
he resent the laughs obtained at his ex- 
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pense, but, on the contrary, nearly always 
laughed with the others at his own dis- 
comfiture. On rare occasions, however, 
when he thought he was being imposed 
upon, his Celtic spirit would blaze forth, 
he would utter scathing denunciations upon 
his tormentors, and stalk out of the club. 
A shout of raillery from his friends when 
he next appeared, wearing an enforced ex- 
pression of indignation, would drive the 
severity from his face and bring the smile 
of forgiveness to his lips. He knew that 
his persecutors were his friends; he knew, 
too, after a little reflection, that they 
teased him because they loved him. 

For a long time previous to his final ill- 
ness he was an intense sufferer; but he 
never complained. His fortitude was spar- 
tan-like, and when, after the operation, he 
realized that the end was near, he asked 
that word be sent to The Players that he 
would like to see "some of the boys." The 
Club and "The Boys" were the last things 
in his mind and heart. 

Poor Giles! The Players will ever be 
sadder for his absence. We miss him and 
mourn for him. We miss his intense patri- 
otism, his glorification of Ireland, the land 
of his forefathers, and we miss his inter- 
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rogative, "Sec?" with which he punctuated 
his every assertion. A complex nature was 
his: honest and loyal; the intelligence of a 
man; the heart of a woman; the irrespon- 
sibility of a child — such was Giles. God 
rest his soul!

Mace Greenleaf was born at Dixfield» 
Maine, December 8,, 1872, and died at 
Philadelphia, Pa., March 24, 1912. He took 
ttp the life of an actor about twenty years 
ago, and appeared in the support of many 
prominent stars in the earlier years of his 
stage career. He was advanced rapidly on 
account of his cleverness, and also because 
of his amiability, and fine manly presence. 
Among the well-known players with whom 
he was associated may be mentioned 
Chauncey Olcott, James K, Hackett and 
Henrietta Crosman. He later played lead- 
ing parts in a Milwaukee stock company 
and occupied the same position in Los 
Angeles for two seasons. For the past 
two years he was associated with moving- 
picture plays. His personal qualities made 
him friends in whatever line he followed, 
and he left a large circle of those who 
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were attracted to him, and sincerely mouru 
his untimely death. y 

FRANas Davis Millet was born at Matta- 
poisett, Mass., November 3, 1846, and hero- 
ically died on April 15, 1912, when he went 
down with the Titanic in the Atlantic 
Ocean. In his time he had played many 
parts. As a lad he served his country in 
the Civil War, first as a drummer and then 
as a surgeon's assistant. In his twenties 
we find him enrolled as a student in the 
Royal Academy of Fine Arts at Antwerp, 
and otherwise engaged in the interests of 
the profession to which he was to give most 
of the efforts of his life. But he was aU 
ways a man of action as well as an artist, 
and his earliest distinction was won as a 
correspondent for American and English 
newspapers during the Russo-Turkish Wan 
High literary abilities and unflinching 
courage marked his journalistic career. For 
his conduct on the field of battle he was 
awarded more than one military decoration. 
In paths of peace thereafter he was equally 
resourceful and efficient. He had an un- 
quenchable zest for life and collected ex- 
periences as some men collect books or 
pictures. Traveling all over the world he 
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recorded his impressions with pen and pen- 
cil, and while he thus instructed and 
entertained a wide public at home, he made, 
abroad, a multitude of friends. There never 
was a stauncher American than Frank 
Millet, but neither was there ever a native 
of this country of whom it could be more 
truthfully said that wherever he went in 
Europe or in the East he was at home. 
His versatility involved him in endless 
labors. A busy artist, painting some of the 
best known easel pictures and mural deco- 
rations in the history of his time, he was 
also active as a writer whenever occasion 
required, and he filled many executive posi- 
tions in connection with exhibitions, like 
the World's Fair at Chicago in 1893, and 
with institutions such as the Federation of 
Arts and that American Academy in Rome 
which had been put in his care just before 
his death. His, was indeed, a life well filled. 
But if he was known and admired for what 
he did, he was loved and will long be re- 
membered for what he was, the very soul 
of generous and enkindling friendship. All 
his traits were strong and kind. Working 
incessantly, he gave much of his effort to 
the good of others. The heaviest of bur- 
dens could not exhaust his energy or abate 
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his cheerfulness. In his death, as in his* 
fruitfnl life, he magnificently affirmed his 
sterling manhood and his complete unsel- 
fishness.
